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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments and Affidavit have been 
considered, but do not place the application in the condition for allowance because the prior art of record still teaches the invention 
claimed by Applicant. Applicant argues that the prior art does not teach a guidewire having varying zones of stiffness and a preformed 
curve at the distal end of the guidewire. Neither the claim language nor the specification provide a clear definition of the varied zones of 
stiffeness. It is known in the art that stiffness is defined by force per unit length. The Applicant has cited on page 12, lines 1-3, a 
percentage of the relative lengths of the distal portion of the guidewire which comprises the varied zones of stiffness, but doesn not 
provide a force by which to describe the stiffness. The Examiner has already addressed stiffness in the Final Office Action (July 20, 2006) 
and repeats that stiffness and flexibility are relative terminology. The finality of the previous office action remains. 
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
